'Tl:l:nl"":l‘ from absolute chattelhood, under

the old system of glavery, to the condition of
full citizenship, is Ao groat that it is not at all
gurprising that many gonservatives should be
gomewhat alarmed at the new order of things
fn thia late Rebel Btates. Yot we think that
careful refleetion will convince any candid
man that impartial suffrage is the only safe
baais of reconstruotion.

It ia evident that somebody, sooner or laler,
{n the Rebel States, must be clothed with poli-
tical power. Nobody contemplates the military
governments a8 a permanent arrangement,
Their funotion ia merely temporary, to pre-
gerve peaca and protect life and property,
until constitutional civil governments oan be
established.

The guestion, then, not as a question of sen.
timent or philanthropy, but as one of prao-
tioal statesmanship, recura—To whom shall
politioal power in thess States be granted?
This question can be properly answered only
by keeping in mind the great and controlling
faot that these are States whioh have lost their
governments through & protracted and san-
guinary attempt to overthrow the power and
suthority of the Government of the United
Siates. The state of things which we are
ealled to confront, is one which grew directly
out of and was caunged by the Rebellion. Ra-
oonstruotion was carried on with constant
reference to this fact. To ignore it would be
te aot in the dark, aud without any guiding

principle.

Now, if the peopls of the South were all
Rebels, or pratty unanimously so, the problem
of reconstruction would indesd by a moat deli-
oate and perilous ona. The powers conferred
by the Constitution upon States in this Union
are so vast and varied, so capable of heing
wialded against the integrity and safety of the
nation itself, a8 we have had abundant evi-
dence in the Rebellion just suppressed, that
the polioy of clothing Rebels who have just
been defeated in an effort to overthrow the
Government with these tremendous capabilities
of doing mischief, would be a question of the

most serions moment. And if it presented
itzelf in this form, an indefinite ocoupation of
the late Rebel Btates by military force, dis-
tastefal and dangerous to our republican in-
stitutions as such a proceeding must be, might
be the only alternative left. Fortunately,
the problem does not present itself in this
form. By a providential arrangement, the
people of the late Rebel States are divided
into two great classes, viz., the loyal people
and the disloyal people; and these classes are
nearly equal in numbers. The disloyalists
comprise, generally speaking, those who sup-
ported the Rebellion, and are all white; the
loyalista comprise all the colored peopls, and
in some of the States quite a large percentage,
though a decided minority, of the whites.

Now, the real question which at present

divides parties on the subject of reconstruc-
tion, is a8 to whioh of these classes should bs
entrusted with the controlling political power
in the reorganized States. The Democratic or
Johnsonian plan is to put the power into the
hiands of the disloyal class, and to make them
the dominant element in every reconstructed
fitate, This they propose to accomplish by
disfranchising all the colored citizens, who
form the great majority of the loyal class.
Political power being conflned exclusively to
the white race, and all the colered oitizens
being  disfranchised, the Rebel ele-
ment would have fall and undis-
puted supremacy in every ome of the
reconstruoted Btates. It wounld do this, when
In every ons of them an absolute majority of |
all the people would beloyal to the Union; for,
taking the colored citizens and the white loy-
alists fogether, they form a majority of the
people of each of the Rebel States. This plan,
then, would inevitably resnll in the formation
of a Rebel oligarchy in the South, filled with
hatred to the Union, having full possession of
the Btate governments, and ready at any
opposition movement to turn all their powears
against the nation's integrity and life. The
arms of the argenals, the militis, the revenues
and resouroes of all these States, would be
exologively in the hands of men who hate the
Union, who have done their best to destroy it,
and who might, under more favorable olronm-
Btanoes, repeat their bloody experiment with
better prospeots of succens.

Now, in view of the terrible struggle throngh
which we have just paaeed, the precious lives
weo have mrlﬂced. the enormous amonnts of
money we have apent, the tremendous dabt
we have heaped up, we ask seriously whether
this plan proposed by Mr, Johnson and the
Demoorstio party is wise or safe? 1g i suoh
an one as should commend itaelf to the oy
servative sentiment of the conntry ¢ Qap we
afford to Incur such » national viak ? Wa g4,
not now ask whether it would be ju to the
disfranchised citizens, or to the loyal white
minority put under the feet of & ruthless Rebesl
oligarchy. We purpossly exclude all conside-
rations except those of pure governmental
policy in the reconstruction of States over-
thrown by rebellion. We simply ask
whoether sny people or Government on
earth, after going through what' we
have gome through with to suppress
a great Rebellion, would be so infatuated as

to turn round and put fnto the hands of ita
enemies such tremendous and threatening
powers ? For, ramember that, under this
plan, not only wonld the Rebel oligarohy have
supreme control of twelve States in the Union
(for Maryland and Kentuoky sre already in its
power), but it would hold the alance of
power in the general Government itselfl. We
hear a great deal of a negro balanoe of power,
but what we have really to fear is a Rebal
balance of power—a Rebel oligarchy—whioh
#hall not only dominate over the loyal people,
white and black, of the South, but shall be.
come the controlling alement in the nation, a4
was the old slave eligarchy from whoao loins
it sprung. Nor ia this an idle fear. Maryland
and Kentucky are examples before our very
eyes, Maryland is now aa thoronghly in the
hands of the Rebels as it was in 1861, and
were occasion to offor, Union soldfera wonld be
massacred in the streets of Baltimore aven a3
they were then. And yel if all her citizens
were entrusted with political rights, Mary-
land would be as loyal to-day as Pennsylvania,
In Kentucky the highest social and political
cerime a man oan have been guilty of ia
that of having been a loyal man during the
Rebellion, and the greatest recommendation
any man can have as a candidate for office is
thie faot that he was a traitor to the Govern-
mwent of the United States. And yet, if all of
Kentucky's citizens could speak at the ballot-
box, she would be as thoroughly on the side
of the Union a8 i8 Ohio. A Rebel oligarchy
dominates Kentuoky becanse tens of thousands
of her loyal citizens are disfranchised. We do
not get the true voice of Kentucky. We get
the voles of her Rebel minorily which hag
usurped the reing of power. The fate of Ken-
tucky would be that of every one of the Rebel
Btates under the Johnsonian plan of recon-
struction. The Rebel minority in each of
them would become an oligarchy, ruling the
loyal but disfranchised majority as with a rod
of iron. Is this what we fought the war for?
Is this to be the fruit of victory, turning to
gshes on our lips? Is this the outcome and
finality of onr great struggle? Let the people
answer at the polls.

Republican Sapport for Judge Ludlow.
Ax advertigement inserted in a morning con-
temporary cites the opinions of two Repub-
lican journals of our ity in favor of the reélec-
tion of Hon. James R. Ludlow, which opinions
were expressed by them some months ago.
By 8o doipg the Democrats attempt to make
use of an argument in favor of the members of
the Republican party veting for Judge Lud-
low, and seek to secnre as many radical votes
a8 can be obtained by the old ruse of recalling
bygone opinions, and olaiming support on
high moral grounds. The truth of the matter
is, that the conduct of the Democracy, since
this expression of opinion by the journals
quoted, and the assent given by Judge Ludlow
to that conduct, has been such as to compel
the Republican papers to retract their sup-
port, and declare in favor of Hon. M. Russell
Thayer.

The only ground on whivhh the journals of
our party were willing to sustain the reilec-
tion of the present Judge rested on a desire to
raige {he judiciary ahove the turmoil of parti-
ganship. In every article written on the sub-
jeot that was the sole aud great cause for
going without the lines of the party. It was
proposed to reiilect the present incumbent be-
canse it wag supposed that by such an aotion
wa would soar abova party and avoid any in-
termingling of partisanship in the election.
While our contemporaries wers indulging in
their utopian idess, we were opposing any
such course, because, by the peculiar forma-
tion of the human mind, a state of complets
political neutrality is a mental impossibility.
The judgment of every man must lean either
one way or the other, and such being the oase,
we desived & gentleman on the bench whose

opinions were consonant with our own. The
issue proved that we were correot. The
Democracy, elated at a  ochance of
gecuring a perty trinmph, wers un-

willing to let Judge Ludlow be returned as
a no-party man. They wanted something out
of which they conld coin political eapital. Bo
that, when the convention of that party met,
they dragged the perfectly willing Judge and
all hi®unwilling Republican supporters into
the ranks of that organization, and after hold.
ing & war danca around them as new converts,
proceeded to sppropriate Judge Ludlow to
themselves. A platform most obnoxious, an
offemse to every loyal man, was adopted, and
upon it Judge Ludlow consented to stand, The
result was instantaneous. Some of our oon-
temporaries, who had lent their support in
order to make the election not a political one,
were determined that il it was, despite their
efforts, to aspnme such an agpeot, they would
not be found with such compsanions as Carrigan
and Reed. They, therefors, retracted all thay
had said in favor of Judge Ludlow, and oame
out like patriots in opposition to any one who
wounld stand on so infamous a platform as that
put forth by the Demooratic Convention.

For the instrnction of our neighbor,
and in order to show how little relianoe can
be placed in opiniong founded on bias and not
on Jegal education, we (uote entire a decision
rendered by the celebrated Justice Gibson, of
our State Bupreme Court, rendered by the
Court sitting in bano, and reported in 11 Ser-
goant and Rawle, 3.
